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Business Activity for the 4-week period ending March 
17 was down 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, but 
was 3 per cent above the corresponding period in 1955, 
and for the first 2 months of the year 4 per cent above 
last year according to the New York Times activity index. 

Freight Car Loadings for the same 4-week period were 
up 1 per cent from the previous 4 weeks, 7 per cent from 
the corresponding period in 1955, and 8 per cent for the 
first 2 months of the year. 

Bank Debits outside New York City were down 11 per 
cent in February from January, but were 8 per cent above 
February 1955, and for the first 2 months of the year 
were 13 per cent above last year. 

Industrial Production as measured by the Federal Re- 
serve Board index was up 1 per cent in February from 
January, 7 per cent from February 1955, and 7 per cent 
for the first 2 months of the year. 

Electric Power Production was down 6 per cent in Feb- 
ruary from January, but was 19 per cent above February 
1955, and for the first 2 months of the year were 18 per 
cent above last year. 

Bituminous Coal Production was down 8 per cent in 
February from January but was 17 per cent above Feb- 
ruary 1955 and for the first 2 months of the year was 
21 per cent above last year. 

Steel Production was up fractionally in February from

Preliminary figures recently available from 1954 U. S. 
Census of Business-Retail Trade provide a basis for an 
analysis of retail sales trends by states and counties. The 
table on page 8 abstracts dollars sales data for Ohio and 
Ohio counties, and for each of the 14 other most populous 
states. 


Ohio and Other Largest States 

For each of the 15 states, the chart on the right indi- 
cates rank and relative importance in total retail dollar 
volume for 1948 and 1954. It also shows graphically the 
relative change in retail volume over this period—those 
states above the diagonal line had greater than national- 
average expansion, and those below the line experienced 
less then national-average growth. 

Ohio, it will be noted, was one of the 9 among the 15 
largest states that increased retail sales volume more than 
the national average. Ohio is most noteworthy, however, 
for the fact that its retail sales volume increase, 1948 to 
1954, of +32.8 per cent was the most like the U. S. in- 
crease (+31.5 per cent) of any of the 15 largest states. 

Largest gainer among the 15 largest states was North 
Carolina, where retail trade increased 43.4 per cent from 
1948 to 1954. It was followed closely by California (+ 42.6 
per cent), and then by Virginia, Georgia, and Texas. 

Ohio and Michigan were the only states among the 
Central States included in the 15 largest, in which retail 
trade increased more than the national average.

Agricultural Income was down 11 per cent in February 
from January, 3 per cent from February 1955, and for the 
first 2 months of the year was 4 per cent below last year. 

Electric Power Production was down 8 per cent in Feb- 
ruary from January, but was 36 per cent above February 
1955, and for the first 2 months of the year was 20 per cent 
above last year. 

Commercial Failures for the first 2 months of the year 
were up 30 per cent and liabilities, 100 per cent from last 
year. 

Bituminous Coal Production dropped 12 per cent in 
February from January, but was 24 per cent above Feb- 
ruary 1955, and for the first 2 months of the year was 31 
per cent above last year. 

Retail Sales of Independent Dealers were down frac- 
tionally in February from January, but were 5 per cent 
above February 1955, and for the first 2 months of the 
year were 3 per cent above last year. 

Department Store Sales were down 1 per cent in Feb- 
ruary from January, but were 10 per cent above February 
1955, and for the first 2 months of the year were 6 per 
cent above last year.

A decrease of 1 per cent occurred in both total 
employment and total pay rolls from January to 
February, as declines were shown in all categories. 
Compared with last February, total employment was 
up 2 per cent, and total pay rolls were up 10 per 
cent. Largest per cent increases from 1955 occurred 
in construction employment and pay rolls. 

Retail sales in February increased 3 per cent over 
sales in January and 7 per cent over sales in Feb- 
ruary a year ago. 

February bank debits were down 6 per cent from 
January debits, but were up 18 per cent over Feb- 
ruary debits in 1955.

However, compared 
with last year, total employment in February was 
up 3 per cent, and total pay rolls were up 10 per 
cent. Most substantial per cent increases over last 
year occurred in construction employment and pay 
rolls. 

February sales of 160 retail stores were 1 per cent 
higher than their January sales and 11 per cent 
higher than their February sales in 1955. 

Bank debits in February decreased 8 per cent from 
debits in January, but increased 15 per cent over 
February debits last year. 


CLEVELAND 


From January to February, both total employment 
and total pay rolls decreased 1 per cent.

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COLUMBUS 


Total employment and total pay rolls showed 
identical per cent declines from January to February, 
both 2 per cent. The only increase during the period 
was in construction pay rolls. Compared with last 
year, current February employment in all industries 
was up 3 per cent, and current pay rolls were up 6 
per cent. There were no declines from last year. 


February retail sales were down 7 per cent from 
January sales, but were up 9 per cent over sales in 
February a year ago. 

Bank debits in February decreased 4 per cent 
from debits in January, but increased 12 per cent 
over debits last February. 


DAYTON 


February total employment increased fractionally 
over January employment, but total pay rolls de- 
clined 8 per cent from January pay rolls. In current 
manufacturing and trade and public utilities, employ- 
ment was up and pay rolls down; but in construction, 
employment was down while pay rolls were up. In- 
creases over February last year were 8 per cent in 
total employment and 11 per cent in total pay rolls. 

February bank debits dropped 15 per cent from the 
peak reached in January, but increased 11 per cent 
over February debits in 1955. 

Industrial power consumption in February was 
less than 1 per cent below the January level, but 
was 5 per cent greater than in February last year. 


TOLEDO 


A 5 per cent decrease from January to February 
was evident in both total employment and total pay 
rolls. Total employment in February increased frac- 
tionally over total employment in February last year, 
despite declines from last year in manufacturing and 
construction employment. Total pay rolls increased 
6 per cent over last February, as all subgroups 
showed increases over last year. 

Retail sales in February were 1 per cent above 
January sales and 4 per cent above February sales 
last year. 

February bank debits dropped 9 per cent from 


January debits, but rose 17 per cent above February 
debits in 1955. 


YOUNGSTOWN 


February total employment decreased 1 per cent 
from January employment, but increased 10 per cent 
over year-ago February employment. Total pay rolls 
in February were down 4 per cent from pay rolls in 
January, but were up 28 per cent over pay rolls in 
February last year. Current manufacturing employ- 
ment increased 12 per cent over employment in 
February 1955, and manufacturing pay rolls in- 
creased 31 per cent over pay rolls in February 1955. 

Retail sales in February increased 7 per cent and 
I per cent over sales in January 1956 and Feb- 
Tuary 1955, respectively. 

February bank debits were 7 per cent lower than 


January debits and 26 per cent higher than Feb- 
Tuary debits last year.

Ohio Counties 

Ohio’s 88 counties varied widely in the expansion in 
dollar volume of retail trade, 1948 to 1954, ranging from 
+6.1 per cent in Harrison County to +286.2 per cent in 
Pike County. The counties were almost equally divided 
with reference to the state average gain—45 counties had 
gains less than, and 43 counties had gains more than the 
state average. 

The counties with the smallest expansion in retail sales, 
1948 to 1954, were chiefly in Southeastern Ohio (Harrison, 
+6.1%; Perry, +7.1%; Guernsey, +13.9%; Coshocton, 
+13.8%; Athens, +15.6%; and in Northwestern Ohio 
(Williams, +13.2%; Lucas, +14.7%; Van Wert, +16.6%, 
etc.). 

The counties with the largest gains were those in the 
South-Central Ohio atomic plant construction area (Pike, 
the plant site, +286.2%; Scioto, +55.5%; Ross, +50.8%; 
Gallia, ＋ 55.7%; Jackson, +52.1%); those in the periphery 
of the largest urban counties (e.g. Clermont, ＋ 78.7%; 
Lake, +74.0%; Greene, +60.1%, etc.); and certain iso- 
lated counties with notable development (e.g. Noble, 
+64.7%; Union, +61.2%). 

The trends in retail sales growth internally in Ohio may 
be summarized as: 

Concentration in Large Urban Counties, but in De- 
clining Proportion. Ohio’s 8 largest counties customarily 
account for three-fifths of the total retail sales of the 
state. However, the concentration has been gradually de- 


clining—from 61 per cent in 1948, to 59.9 per cent in 1954. 
Peripheral Growth Around Urban Counties. Except for 
Pike County, the Ohio counties with the largest increases, 
1948 to 1954, were those immediately adjacent to the 
large urban counties, as noted above. This is in keeping 
with the continuing trend toward suburbanization and 
decentralization of both population and retail trade. 

Mixed Trends in Southeastern Ohio. Southeastern Ohio 
includes 6 counties which were substantially below the 
state average in expansion of retail trade volume. On the 
other hand, the atomic plant development, the increasing 
industrialization of the Ohio River Valley (chemicals, 
aluminum, power production, other manufacturing) have 
started a large part of the area out of its economic stag- 
nation, so that in addition to the 4 atomic-area counties, 
5 counties had increases at or slightly above the state 
average, and 4 counties had increases of 45 to 64 per cent, 
or well above the state average. 

Slow Growth in Northwest, West-Central Area. Another 
region of relatively slow growth exists in Ohio—a scat- 
tered group of counties in the Northwest and West Cen- 
tral sections of the state. Williams, Van Wert, Seneca, 
Crawford, Darke, Auglaize for example, all had retail 
trade increases, 1948 to 1954, of only 20 per cent or less. 
These are rich agricultural areas and have a higher level 
of consumption than the Southeastern counties, but the 
growth in retail trade is of the same order.
